ally directing the salvaging work.

Body of Baby Boy, About Two Years 
Old, W raped in Towel Thrown 
• By Roadside 

The body of a two-year-oid boy, 
swathed in toweds and wrapping pa¬ 
per, was found by Ernest Eniz a gar¬ 
dener ebjloyed at the Cypress Lawn 
Cemetery, on the road back of the cem¬ 
etery leading to the Chinese Cemetery, 
early Saturday morning. 

The body was in a clump of bushes, 
where it had apparently been thrown 
' from a passing uto nobile. Eniz re- 
i ported his find to Mrs. E. C. Lasswell, 
deputy coroner at Da y City, and the 
body was removed to her establish¬ 
ment. Coroner W. A. Brooke conduct¬ 
ed an inquest on Saturday afternoon, 
and the jury rendered a ver Met that 
death was due to homicide. 

According to Deputy Coroner Mrs. 
E. C. Lasswell, the body was apparent¬ 
ly that of a white child and had been 
dead about three weeks. It is thought 
that death was due to the fall when

It Is estimated that already over $30,000,000,000 of wealth Invested in this 
class of holdings is escaping taxation. 

With bullions of dollars being withdrawn from taxable Investments, the 
tax burden climbs in proportion on the remaining taxable property. 

Taxation is slowly but surely reaching the confiscation point. The efforts 
of our law-makers to find new ways of taxing the people in order to raise 
revenue would bring better results If they would exert themselves to cut 
down our tax burdens by changing our laws so that the billions of wealth 
now going Into tax-exempt securities could not find this loophole for further 
investments to escape taxation.
